FARMERS  VLNSimjTE. 

The  meeting  of  the  Lennox  Farmers’ 
Institute,  held  in  the  town  ball  here,  on 
Tuesday  afternoon  was  not  largely  attended 
owing  no  doabt  to  its  being  held  so  soon 
after  the  municipal  elections.  The  meagre 
attendance  is  to  be  regretted,  as  the  ad 
dresses  were  very  practical,  instructive  and 
productive  of  much  good.  However,  tboee 
present  will  no  doubt  disseminate  the  in¬ 
telligence  gleaned  to  their  brother  forme  s, 
who  were  unable  to  be  preeent,  and  may 
thereby  be  fraitfal  of  good  results  in  ad¬ 
vancing  the  cause  of  agriculture  in  this  dis¬ 
trict.  The  president,  MerSU.  Sills,  acted 
as  chairman  and  introduced  the  several 
speakers. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Judd,  of  Morton,  representing 
the  Good  Roads  association  of  Ontario, 
was  the  first  speaker.  He  is  a  fluent  and 
lucid  talker  and  fqlly  conversant  with  his 
subject,  and  from  the  apparent  interest 
taken  in  bis  address  the  roads  of  Lennox 
county  may  bear  material  evidenoe  in  the 
near  future,  that  his  words  have  taken 
root.  He  said  it  was  unfortunate  that  the 
meeting  had  been  called  on  the  day  follow¬ 
ing  the  municipal  elections,  as  they  were 
ho  engrossing  that  they  evidently  comman¬ 
ded  all  the  farmers  attention.  His  mis¬ 
sion  was  to  solicit  theattention  of  the  farm¬ 
ers  to  the  necessity  of  good  roads.  There 
was  a  good  roads  association  and  it  was 
under  the  auspices  of  that  assoc  afion  that 
he  appeared  hers  today.  Good  roads 
could  not  be  bnilt  under  the  statute  labor 
system  dow  in  vogue.  The  farmer*  suffer 
more  fiom  bad  roads  than  any  other  class. 
They  necessarily  had  to  draw  their 
wares  to  market,  sometimes  a  long  dis 
tance,  and  the  qnestion  of  roads  entered 
largely  into  the  qaestion  of  determining 
their  profits  fn  towns  and  oities  they  bad 
there  frontage  tax,  eto-,  aofi  these  insured 
good  roads,  but  the  farmer  banked  his  all 
on  the  statute  labor  system.  In  Addington 
and  other  counties  in  this  distret,  which  be 
hod  visited,  he  found  that  while  the  main 
roads  were  kept  in  good  repair,  the  cross¬ 
roads  were,  generally  speaking,  in  a  miser¬ 
able  condition.  The  main  roads  were  kept 
up  by  grants  from  the  township  ooaocils 
but  the  grants  were  not  solficieat  and  the 
cross  roads  had  to  depend  on  the  statute 
labor  system.  Mr.  Judd  then  quoted  eta 
tistics  to  ahow  the  loes  experienced  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada  by  bad  roads. 
In  Great  Britian  alone  it  was  "estimated 
that  a  saving  of  five  million  pounds  ster¬ 
ling  bad  been  effected  by  keeping  their 
roads  in  good  oondition.  In  Ontario  there 
were  three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
horses,  and  the  loes  occasioned  by  rough 
roads  in  this  Provinoe  in  one  year  oonld 
hardly  be  estimated.  In  some  sections  at 
1  some  seasons  pf  tho  year,  the  roads  were 
I  almost  impassible.

It  reminded  him  of 
m  two  nor  see— a  la*y,  and  a  willing  one— one 
2  willing  to  do  all  the  work  and  the  other 
ie  willing  to  let  it.  Undtr  the  statute  labor 
the  work  was  not  done  intelligently 
ire  was  no  beadwork  oalled  into 
requisition  in  constructing  the  roads.  Now 
one  essential  to  good  roads,  and  one  that 
was  ooostantly  violated  under  the  statute 
labor  system,  was  getting  the  water  off  it. 
Unless  the  water  was  drained  off  they 
would  never  have  a  road.  Another  thing 
that  militated  against  good  roads  was  the 
lack  of  proper  machinery.  With  a  road 
machine  a  team  of  horses  and  a  man  can 
make  as  much  road,  and  make  it  better, 
than  160  men,  with  the  old  fashioned 
scrapers  and  appliances.  Every  .township 
should  have  a  roller,  weighing  at  least  three 
ton.  Good  high  turnpike  gravel  roads  — 
Well  rolled  before  Iks  gravel  is  put  down, 
and  better  rolled  4feer  it  is  put  down— 
would  make  a  durable  road  and  one  that 
answered  fully  as  well  as  macadam.  An 
other  reprehensible  custom  he  notioed  was 
that  in  most  localities  the  roads  were  only 
fixed  in  the  summer,  generally  along  in  the 
month  of  Jane,  when  they  were  lull  of 
holes.  Roads  should  be  made  in  *ay  and 
maintained  throughout  the  summer 
months.  A  hole  in  a  road  should  be  rg. 
paired  at  its  inception,  instead  of  letting  it 
run  for  a  year  and  then  having  one  general 
repair.  It  is  n  well  established  fact  that 
what  is  everbod}*  business  is  nobodys 
business.  Each  township  should  have  a 
road  supervisor— a  practical  man  who  un¬ 
derstands  roadmaking— and  the  business 
of  keeping  the  roads  throughout  the  town¬ 
ship  should  be  entrusted  to  him.  Abolish 
the  statute  labor  system,  pay  the  road  tax 
into  the  council,  and  they  would  hate  bet¬ 
ter  roads,  more  work  done  and  better  satis 
faction  all  around.  In  reply  to  a  question 
Mr  Judd  said  the  road  machine  he  spoke 
of  was  <  n  four  wheels, and  like  an  enormous 
ploughshare.  It  w&s  made  of  steel  and  ro 
versible  It  would  turnpike  a  road,  with  a 
gradual  slope  down  to  the  uilub,  and  do  it 
in  an  incredible  short  space  of  time

A  cheese  known  as  the  Gouda,  from 
the  name  of  a  Dutch  town  t  »  called.  is 
one  of  the  type  of  firm  cheeses  similar 
in  many  respect  to  the  Edam,  but  richer 
in  fat  ami  or  a  more  delicate  flavor  thau 
the  Kdain  previously  described.  It  is  a 
fiat  oval,  and  weighs  from  12  to  50  lbs. 
It  is  the  type  of  several  varieties  ho 
closely  similar  in  form  and  character  as 
to  he  all  included  under  this  name  gen¬ 
erally,  hut  specifically  they  go  in  differ¬ 
ent  localities  under  tno  names  of  Ley- 
deu  and  Ik»rgu«s,  and  all  are  to  some 
extent  merely  Dutch  cheeses. 

The  Gouda  is  a  favorite  cheese  every¬ 
where,  and  a  large  quantity  of  it  is  im¬ 
ported  lor  the  use.  of  the  European  tin- 
migrants  in  all  parts  of  North  America. 
Rut  it  is  rapidly  fintfing  favor  among 
those  to  the  manor  horn,  and  the  trade 
in  it  is  constantly  extending,  so  that  its 
manufacture  is  fast  becoming  an  estab¬ 
lished  Industry  in  localities  in  the  United 
States,  where  the  suitable  conditions  foi 
it  are  available.  These  are  a  blue  or 
June  grass  pasture  ;  a  moist  climate  ;

the  Bottom  of  the  fnold  pierced  with  holes 
for  thii  purposes.  Each  day  the  cheeee 
is  rubbed  with  salt  and  turned  in  the 
mold,  thus  gradually  acquiring  its  flat, 
oval  shape  (Fig.  6). 

By  this  time  the  cheese  has  become 
firm  and  is  able  to  retAia  Us  shape,  after 
which  it  is  removed  to  the  curing  cellar, 
a  close  placo  without  exposure  to  the 
air.  in  which  it  is  washed  and  turned 
twice  a  week.  This  continued  moisture, 
without  any  drying  by  currents  of  air, 
resultH  in  a  slow  change  in  the  curd  by 
which  a  peculiar  consistence  and  flavor 
are  acquired,  and  a  very  pleawiut  and 
acceptable  cheese  is  produced,  although 
skimmed  milk  only  is  used  in  its  manu¬ 
facture. 

This  is  a  cheap  cheese,  hut  by  the 
special  process  ox  curing  it  has  a  good 
flavor  and  buttery  consistence,  quite 
eaual  to  an  interior  cheese  made  from 
whole  milk,  or  even  a  common  quality 
of  cheese  thus  made.  It  sells  for  10 
cents  a  pound,  requiring  for  a  cheese 
of  ten  pounds  about  forty  quarts  of 
milk. 

This  cheese  is  particularly  suited  to 
the  creamery  on  account  ot  the  economy 
effected  by  a  profitable  use  of  the  skim 
med  milk.  In  Holland  it  is  made  only 
in  the  best  butter  making  districts,  and 
thus  utilizes  what  would  not  only  be  a 
waste,  but  a  source  of  inconvenience  to 
the  dairyman.  Doubtless  there  is  n  wide 
Held  fdr  the  manufacture  of  such  cheese 
hore,  for  Its  quality,  size,  and  price,  all 
combine  to  render  it  a  desirable  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  bill  of  fare  of  persons  who 
are  forced  to  practice  economy,  and 
may  And  in  this  kind  of  cheese  n  wel¬ 
come  addition  to  the  modesilv  furnished 
table,  quite  within  their  narrow  means 
^nd  equally  nutritious,  if  leas  costly 
than  the  more  exponsive  kinds.

If  thi*  solution 
was  properly  npra>e  i  on  and  followed  up 
for  a  few  year*  it  wiodd-^freo^ttie  fruit  of 
scab  and  the  tree  ul  in^ecti.  Above  all 
things  he  caption*  d  tin  m  to  never  allow 
the  tree  to ‘overbear.  .IndiciotiH  thinning 
out  of  the  blossoms  pass.  Al  hough  he 
knew  that  it  vyent  against  the  gram  to  thin 
out  the  fruit,  he  had  proved  from  experi 
ence  that  it  wan  the  most  profitable  course 
to  pursue.  Overbearing  no  only  injures 
the  fruit  but  injures  t lie  Vitality  of  the 
tree.  Beods  exhausted  the  tree  more  than 
the  fruit.  Spraying  was  better  for  getting 
rid  of  moths  than  traps. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Btrenhi.ff,  of  Bebrinpville, 
gave  an  interesting  and  profitable  lecture 
on  selecting,  breeding  and  feeding  cows 
lie  said  that  selecting  a  cow  was  a  question 
of  vital  importance.  A  high  price  for 
goods  did  not  mean  much,  unleis  you  could 
raise  them  at  a  lower  price  than  you  secur¬ 
ed  it  for.  He  was  not  an  advocate  of  any 
particular  breed.  There  was  often  100  per 
cent,  difference  in  the  value  of  cows  in  the 
same  herd.  You  should  always  buy  a  cow 
when  it  is  giving  milk.  Breed  Whs  no 
guarantee  of  a  paying  animal.  They  had 
to  deal  with  the  individual  cow.  A  good 
external  point  to  go  by,  in  selecting  a  dairy 
cow,  was  its  feminenity.  The  more  femin¬ 
ine  and  sensitive  cow,  was  generally  the 
best  dairy  cow.  In  feeding  a  young  ani¬ 
mal  for  the  dairy,  you  want  to  keep  it 
growing  and  moving  along  nicely,  but  don’t 
let  it  run  to  fat,  as  you  can  ruin  it  for 
dairy  purposes  that  way.  A  cow  should 
be  bred  when  she  is  about  two  years  old  ; 
but  then  don’t  go  and  breed  her  to  a  bull 
that  hasn’t  a  dairying  quality  ubout  it. 
The  cheese  and  dairying  department  of  the 
farm  was  the  best  paying  part  ;  while 
prioeo  went  down  in  all  other  linos  the 
price  of  cheese  went  up.  Mr.  Steiuhoff, 
here  gave  an  illustration  from  his  own 
cheese  factory  of  the  different  results  at 
tained  by  different  men.  One  man  made 
850  per  cow,  while  his  neighbor  made  819 
out  of  his.  The  difference  was  owing  to 
the  feed  and  •'care  taken  of  the  cow,  and 
the  kind  of  cow  kept.  Y'ou  often  find  that 
the  cow  that  give*  the  most  milk,  give*  also 
the  best  milk.  There  was  no  ununul  that 
responded  to  kindliuoss  like  the  cow.  No 
man  that  did  not  use  his  oows  kindly'  should 
engage  in  dairying.  Ho  believed  that  the 
cheese  market  would  remain  about  the 
same  as  it  is.  While  the  amount  of  cheese 
manufactured  whji  increasing,  tin  at  Brit 
ian  went  on  continually  consuming  more 
cheese.  The  Babcock  tester  was  a  great 
machine,  and  a  small  one  should  be  in 
every  farm  house  in  tho  country.  Borne 
say  that  we  should  pay  according  to  the 
quality,  not  by  weight,  in  the  cheese  fac¬ 
tories.  They  had  tried  it  in  their  cheese 
factory,  and  while  he  believed  U  to  be  the 
beet  system,  it  had  not  given  satisfaction 
and  at  the  end  of  two  years  they  hud  to 
abandon  it.  But  in  butlei  making  it  was 
the  only  just  and  proper  system  He  had

The  Leyden  cheese  is  somewhat  less 
flat  thaw  the  Gouda,  and  Is  onlv 
three  fourths  the  size  and  weight. 
They  are  all  marked  with  the 
imprint  of  the  arms  of  the  town, 
which  consist  of  two  keys  crossed, 
the  official  insignia  of  the  archbishop 
of  the  city  at  tlio  time  of  its  es-

tablishment  around  the  noted  cathedral. 
This  imprint  has  now*  lost  its  ancient 
significance  and  now  represents  only  the 
sign  of  a  genuine  cheese.  Thus  in  the 
whirligig  of  time  do  things  change  and 
pass  from  a  high  to  a  low  degree  or 
otherwise.  But  the  American  maker  of 
Lcvden  cheese  uses  the  same  imprint, 
doubtless  in  total  ignorance  of  its  origin, 
but  onlv  for  the  purpose  of  deluding  the 
purchasers  of  his  goods  into  the  harmless 
belipf  that  his  cheeses  have  crossed  the 
briny  deep  and  are  of  genuine  Dutch 
origin.  This  is  a  matter,  in  this  connec¬ 
tion  for  the  exhibition  of  some  such  pa¬ 
triotic  regard  for  home-made  goods  and 
for  tho  preservation  of  native  industries, 
as  is  exhibited  hv  tho  English  people, 
who  enforce  by  legislation  the  marking 
as  foreign  all  imported  farm  products 
and  even  bring  Canada  under  the  same 
I  an  ns  a  foreign  competitor.  But  it  is 
already  the  case  in  regard  to  Canadian 
dairv  goods  that  they  arc  winning  golden

Keep  Warm  In  Bed* 

Although  more  or  less  prevalent 
throughout  the  year,  pneumonia  is  pe¬ 
culiarly  dangerous  during  the  opening 
months  of  winter.  With  the  first  frosts 
a  very  marked  increase  takes  place  in 
the  number  of  -cases,  and  during  this 
cold,  damp  weather  extra  precautions 
should  be  taken. 

Pneumonia  if  probably  produced  bv 
an  earth  germ,  and  when  frost  prevails 
the  soil  beneath  the  house  is  the  only 
ground  which  is  not  frozen.  The  germs 
gradually  work  towards  the  warm, 
moist  earth  and  the  house  really  acts  as 
a  soyt  of  flue,  which  forms  a  ready  mode 
of  egress  for  them.  The  proper  ventila¬ 
tion  of  rooms  is  therefore  an  important 
factor  in  guarding  against  pneumonia, 
one,  however,  which  is  too  often  over¬ 
looked. 

Lack  of  personal  h; 
predisposing  cause  oi 
regular  hours,  insufficient  nourishment, 
dyspepsia,  excessive  fatigue  or  some 
disease  which  has  lowered  the  general 
tone  <rf  the  system,  all  weaken  the  power 
off  rer  Isting  the  pneumonic  germ.  When 
the  system  is  run  down,  a  sudden  ex¬ 
posure  to  cold  may  prove  fatal,  while  in 
a  normal  condition  of  body  it  would  he 
thrown  oft.  An  instance  which  recently 
came  under  my  observation  will  serve 
to  illustrate  theimportance  of  regularity 
in  meals  as  a  safeguard  against  disease. 

Two  young  ladies  of  my  acquaintance 
were  traveling  in  a  railway  car,  next  to 
a  man  just  recovered  from  smallpox,  as 


hygiene  is  the  chief 
of  the  disease.  Ir-

Never  before  in  tho  history  ot 
this  State  have  the  prospects  been  m 
flattering.  The  spectacumr  effect  that 
accompanied  earlier  mining  excitements 
is  wanting,  but  there  is  in  Its  nluce 
an  element  of  greater  stability  an#per- 
manence.  The  romantic  era,  when  the 
population,  red  shirted  and  roughly 
clad,  wandered  among  the  gulches  nnd 
fofthills  of  the  Sierras,  with  pick  and 
pan,  searching  for  the  precious  particles 
among. the  gravel  of  the  river  beds,  has 
passed  into  history.  Thu  more  intense¬ 
ly  dramatic  era,  'when  tho  fever  of 
speculation  coursed  through,  the  veina 
when  every  fluctuation  in  the  prices  of 
stocks  was  watched  with  eager  interest 
by  millionaire  and  pauper,  by  the  clerk 
in  the  counting  house  und  toe  serving 
maid  in  the  kitchen  or  nursery,  when 
fertunes  were  made  nnd  lost  in  a  day, 
and  when  everybody  was  rich  whether 
his  wealth  was  evidenced  by  a  qoinfor- 
table  bank  account  or  by  a  scrap  of 
worthless  pnp«r— this  second  anti  mure 
unwholesome  era  has  also  passed,' to  re¬ 
turn  no  more. 

The  mining  of  to  day,  wliilo  it  lacks 
the  element  oi  wild  excitement,  itf  on  a 
more  solid  basis  aw  has  a  far  more  sub¬ 
stantial  prosperity.  Mining  methods 
are  more  scientific  than  they  were, 
wasteful  and  extravagant  processes 
have  been  laid  aside,  new  and  improved 
machinery  has  been  brought  into  use, 
and  private  companies, operating  quietly 
and  soberly,  are  reaping  a  harvescom- 
dreamed  of  even  in  the  days  when  tho 
delirium  of  speculation  was  among  us. 
The  placer  miues  havo  boon  diligently 
worked  over.  There  are  still  golden 

trains  and  nuggets  in  the  river  beds, 
ut  not  in  sufficient  quantities  gener¬ 
ally  to  pay  corporations  for  working 
them,  although  individual  miners  can 
still  make  “grub.” 

But  tho  placer  mines^t  best  held  only 
the  overflow  of  the  richer  original  depos¬ 
its.  The  wealth  in  tho  hillsides  i>ourod 
over  and  the  surplus  w.as  carried  with 
the  rain  into  the  rivers.  From  north  to 
south,  throughout  the  whole  strength  of 
the  Siorra  range,  are  ledges  laden  with 
their  golden  treasure  as  yet  untouched. 
Quartz  mining  is  still  in  its  infancy  de¬ 
spite  the  vast  stores  of  wealth  that  have 
already  been  wrested  from  the  earth; 
drift  mining  will  vet  add  untold|millions 
to  the  wealth  of  this  State.  The  output 
of  gold  this  year  will  far  exceed  any¬ 
thing  of  recent  years. 

Not  in  this  state  alone,  hut  through¬ 
out  the  world,  this  renewed  activity  is 
seen  Colorado,  prostrated  last  year  by 
the  repeal  of  the  Sherman  law,  stands 
to  day  as  one  of  the  wealth-producing 
states  of  the  world.  4  bis  y<  ar 
California  will  he  closely  push¬ 
ed  for  first  plncu  among  the 
Dgold  hearing  States  of  th  •  Union. 
Two  years  ago  the  gold  product  of  Col¬ 
orado  was  less  than  $5,o  si,nod — $1,713,- 
Ox>— while  California  produced  more 
than  twior  that  amount.  The  next  year 
Colorado  increased  its  output  sixty  five 
per  cent,  while  the  increase  in  Califor¬ 
nia  was  only  eight  |>or  cent.  This  year 
the  difference  between  the  two  will  Iks 
still  further  decreased.  In  Montana 
twice  as  many  properties  are  being 
worked  this  year  as  last  ;  in  Australia 
there  is  unusual  activity  Hiid  the  output 
of  South  Africa,  which  a  few  years  ago 
contributed  practically  nothing  to  the 
world's  supply  is’esti  mated  lor  this  peat 
at  $48,000,000. 

When  California,  Australia  and  Rus¬ 
sia  first  began,  in  the  early  titties,  th  ir 
immense  output  of  gold,  prices  Were 
seriously  affected.

ideals.1  His  voice  rings  clear  and  true. 
He  moves  men  because  disdaining  the 
clap  trap  of  the  hustings,  he  speaks 
the  high  thought  of  his  inmost  heart. 
The  eye  of  his  mind  comprehends  the 
larger  horizon  ;  he  rises  above  paroch¬ 
ialism  ;  his  words  almost  classic  in 
iheir  beauty,  adorn,  but  do  not  over¬ 
dress,  his  thought.

The 
ladles  wero  twins  and  almost  exactly 
similar  dn  physique  and  temperament, 
and,  iw  my  opinion,  tho  temporary 
weakening  of  the  system,  caused  by  the 
omission  of  the  morning  meal, -account¬ 
ed  for  the  disease  being  able  to  obtafh  a 
foothold. 

There  aro  thrde  periods  during  which 
tho  susceptibility  to  pneumonia  is  great 
est.  They  aro  early  childhood,  that  is 
up  to  seven  years  of  age,  between  the 
ages  of  twenty  gnd  forty  and  after  sixty. 
T  no  power  of  resistance  against  pneu¬ 
monia  grows  much  feebler  after  sixty 
yean-  ol  ngc,  and  nine-tenths  of  the 
cases  prove  fatal. 

In  New  York  we  have  a  good  deal  of 
northeast  wind  during  November  and 
December  and  tho  cold,  damp  weather 
it  generally  brings  is  very  favorable  to 
the  contraction  or  “colds’  and  the  sub¬ 
sequent  development  of  pneumonia. 
The  grip  left  its  victims  very  predis¬ 
posed  to  pneumonia  and  it  still  exists  to 
some  extent  in  a  modified  form.  This 
is  the  disease  with  which  pneumonia 
most  readily  combines,  but  it  is  found 
in  combination  with  diphtheria,  typhoid 
fever,  measles,  scarlet  fever  and  in^ny 
Others. 

When  a  severe  or  sudden  chill  has 
been  contracted  the  main  thing  is  to 
act  quickly,  and  many  a  serious  illness 
can  oc  averted  and  valuable  life  saved 
by  a  little  intelligence  coupled  with 
promptitude.  If  possible,  send  for  a 
doctor  immediately,  And  meanwhile  take 
ten  grains  of  quinine  and  five  drops  of 
spirits  of  camphor  in  a  little  water  or  on 
a  lump  of  sugar.  These  does  are  for  an 
adult.  Then  soak  the  feet  in  hot  water 
and  jump  into  bed.  Simple  as  these 
remedies  aro,  they  have  nipped  iu  the 
bud  many  prospective  cases  of 
pneumonia. 

While  soaking  the  feet,  the  body 
should  be  warmly  wrapped  in  a  blanket 
which  should  be  kept  on  until  some  time 
after  the  person  has  entered  the  bed,  in 
order  that  free  perspiration  be  continued 
and  not  checked. 

A  good  thing  to  prevent  “colds”  is  to 
wear  wool  next  the  skin.  When  this  is 
not  possible  on  acccount  of  the  irrita¬ 
tion  sometimes  caused,  a  mixture  of 
wool  and  silk  will  generally  be  found 
satisfactory.  I  would  not '  recommend 
cotton  in  any  form  for  uuderwear.  as  it 
is  frequently  tho  cause  of  a  dangerous 
cold  ny  Decoming  wet  and  keeping 
the  temperature  of  tho  skin  bold*  the 
normal.  Care  should  be  taken  that 
tho  feet  do  not  get  wet, -or,  if  so 
that  prompt  measures  arc  taken  to 
dry  them  and  a  change  of  hose 
made. 

The  care  taken  of  the  outside  of  the 
body  must  be  supplemented  by  the  same 
care  of  the  inside.  A  moderate  diet, 
wholesome  food,  plenty  of  «est,  regular 
hours,  will  keep  the  whole  system  in 
good  order  and  enable  it  to  throw  off 
the  germs  of  disease,  which  can  pnly 
obtain  a  footing  when  debilitation  af¬ 
fords  an  entrance  for  the  disease  and  a 
fruitful  soil  for  its  development.— Cyrus 
Edson,  Commissioner  of  Health  for  New 
lYork.

Considerable)  Interest  is  being  mani¬ 
fested  in  regard  to  the  luncheons  uow 
provided  at  recess  time  for  boys  and 
girls  in  tho  High  schools.  At  almost 
every  High  school  in  the  city  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  pupils  buy  their  luncheons 
from  tho  lunch  counter  kept  by  the 
janitor,  and  the  food  so  provided  con¬ 
sists  largely  of  pies  and  cakes— “hake- 
house  sfult,”  as  some  people  call  it — 
and  pickles.  The  janitors  keen  that 
kind  of  food  because  the  pupils  will 
huv  it  m  preference  to  other  more 
wholesome  Kinds,  and  also  because 
there  is  probably  more  profit  in  it. 
Nevertheless,  tho*  parents  of  tho  pupils 
are  anxious  that  some  different  system 
may  be  adopted  in  the  matter  of  fur¬ 
nishing  luncheons.  They  think  it  high 
time  that  something  was  done  about  :t, 
lor  in  schools  where  there  are  no  lunch 
counters,  peddlers  of  cheap  candy, 
coeoanut  cakes  and  other  unwholesome 
compounds,  make  their  appearance  at 
recess,  and  are  generally  -well  patron¬ 
ized  by  the  hungry  hoys  and  girls. 

Tho  liist  ollicial  step  towAj  bettering 
this  state  ot  tilings  was  taken  recently, 
when  an  order  was  passed  by  the  school 
hoard  providing  that  u  I  luncheons  sold 
in  the  public  schools  should  be  such  as 
are  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Hy¬ 
giene  and  Physical  Training,  Mor  over 
the  committee  was  instructed  to  report 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  board  a 
plan  for  providing  suitable  luncheons 
at  proper  places  for  tho  high  school 
pupils. 

Just  what  the  committee  intends  to 
do  i.-  hard  to  say, hut  several  persons  in¬ 
terested  are  hoping  that  it  will  be  able 
to  make  some  arrangement  with  the 
New  England  Kitchen  whereby  soups, 
sand  wie  lies,  milk,  and  other  wholesome 
articles  of  food  may  be  furnished  direct 
to  the  pupils  at  moderate  prices.  The 
kitchen  has  its  main  station  on  Pleas¬ 
ant  street,  and  another  station  at  the 
North  Knd.  It  is  thought  that  soups 
might  be  carried  from  the  kitchen  to 
tho  school  in  tanks,  just  as  coff  e  is 
sometimes  transported,  and  in  that  way 
might  be  served  hot.  Such  a  system  til 
providing  luncheons  would  be  irtore  fa 
vorahle  to  tile  health  of  the  pupils,  and 
therefore  more  acceptable  to  the  par 
cuts.  As  for  the  old  system,  the  jani  ors 
are  not  thought  to  merit  any  blame,  for 
they  simply  provide  what  the  pupils 
*svoul4  buv;  but  now  that  the  committee

When  the  beat  of  a  tropical  or  semi- 
tropical  summer  dries  up  every  pool  and 
pirchftitho  ground  to  such  an  extent 
that  it  is  didicult  for  animals  not  en¬ 
dowed  with  great  powers  of  locomotion 
to  obtain  water,  they  compromise  with 
nature  by  sleeping  off  the  season  of  heat 
and  scarcity.  The  winter  sleepers  are 
all  pretty  "well  kuoxyn:  hut,  owing  to 
the  summer  sleepers  being  for  the  most 
part  inhabitants  of  tropical  countries, 
far  removed  from  the  patnof  trained  ob¬ 
servers,  we  are  less  acquainted  with  the 
species  practicing  that  means  of  escap¬ 
ing  the  heat  and  drought  of  summer. 
Indeed  at  present  only  one  mammal, 
the  tonec,  a  hedgehogiike  boast  of 
Madagascar,  is  known  to  do  so.  In 
South  America  and  Africa  various 
reptiles  activate.  In  the  plains  of 
Venezuela  the  alligator,  the  laud  and 
fresh  Mater  tortoise,  the  boa  constrictor 
and  aeveral  sorts  of  the  smaller  kinds  of 
serpent  lie  motionless  during  the  hottest 
period  of  the  tropical  summer.  But  their 
dormancy  is  not  so  i»erfect  ns  that  ol 
some  hibernator*  In  Brazil,  Australia 
and  the  Cape  Colbny  lizards,  frogs,  tor¬ 
toises  and  Insects  "pass  mouths  ol  the 
nouUws  season  enclosed  in  hard  earth, 
and  iif  India  many  sixties  ol  fish  live 
during  tho  hot  season  in  a  torbid  condi¬ 
tion,  imbedded  in  the  hardened  clay.—

A  Good  Man  Gone. 

On  New  Year’s  day  the  spirit  of  Robert 
Patterson  took  its  flight  and  a  noble  soul 

Sassed  over  to  the  Great  Divide.  He  was 
fty  six  years  of  age,  Dorn  and  brought  up 
off  Amherst  Island,  and  as  a  fitting  finale 
his  last  breath  was  drawn  in  the  plaoe  in 
which  he  first  saw  the  light  of  day.  Iu  the 
days  of  the  old  48th  Batt.  he  served  as 
captain  of  No.  4  company,  and  later  on  was 
appointed  major.  In  camp  he  was  a 
general  favorite,  not  only  with  his  own 
company,  but  with  the  whole  battalion, 
and  the  intelligence  of  his  death  will' be 
received  with  deop  regret  by  all  who  knew 
him.  On  Amherst  Island  he  was  honored 
and  revered  by  all  classes,  and  was  a  school 
trustee  where  he  lived,  and  also  faith- 
folly  served  the  township  for  some  years 
Tn  the  capacity  of  Reeve,  In  1822  he  was 
elected  warden  of  Lennox  and  Addington, 
and  his  appointment  gave  general  satis¬ 
faction  to  all.  He  was  a  Btauuoh  reformer 
in  politics,  and  did  yeoman  services  for  the 
grand  old  cause  of  Liberalism.
